WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  raise 
a revenue  in  the  Municipality  of  Delta  by  the 
issue  of  licenses  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Delta  as  follows  : — 

From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  licenses 
shall  be  collected,  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation  of 
Delta,  from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

1st.  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
retail  liquor  merchant  shall  pay  a license  of  one 
hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

2nd.  Every  person  selling  opium,  except  chemists 
and  druggists  using  the  same  in  the  preparation  of 
prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners,  shall  pay  a 
license  of  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars  for  every  six 
months. 

3rd.  Any  auctioneer  (not  being  a Government  or 
Municipal  officer  selling  by  auction  Government 
property,  or  sheriff  or  sheriff’s  officer  selling  lands, 
gootls  or  chattels  taken  in  execution  or  for  the  satis- 
faction of  rent  or  taxes),  in  addition  to  any  other 
license,  shall  pay  a license  of  five  (5)  dollars  for  every 
six  months. 

4th.  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  retail 
merchant  shall  [)ay  a license  of  live  (5)  dollars  for 
every  six  months  for  each  place  of  business. 

5tli.  Every  jicdler  or  hawker  trading  within  the 
limits  of  the  Municipality  .^hall  pay  a license  of  ten 
(10)  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

fith.  All  licenses  shall  cx])ire  on  the  30th  day  of 
.June  and  the  31st  day  of  December  in  every  year. 

7th.  No  person  shall  j)ractice  or  cany  on  any 
business  oi'  trade  within  the  Miinicijiality  without 
having  taken  out  and  giantod  to  him  a license  in  that 
behalf  under  a penalty  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  (250)  dollars  for  every  sucii  violation  of  this 
by-law,  togetlier  with  the  amount  which  he  should 
have  jjaid  for  such  license,  which  said  amount  and 
penalty  shall  for  the  purpose  of  recovery  under  this 
by-law  be  held  as  one  offence.

City  of  Vernon  enact  as  follows  ; — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  every 
person  using  or  following  any  of  the  tratles,  occupa- 
tions, professions  or  businesses  herein  mentioned 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Vernon  shall  take  out 
a periodical  license  therefor,  for  such  period  as  is 
herein  set  forth,  jiaying  for  such  license  such  periodical 
sum  as  is  herein  specified,  which  said  sum  shall  be 
paid  in  advance  to  the  person  authorized  to  collect 
such  sums  for  the  Municipality. 

(a.)  Every  person  vending  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors  by  retail,  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  six 
months  for  each  house  or  place  where  such  vending  is 
carried  on. 

(b.)  Every  person  not  having  a retail  license  issued 
under  Municipalities  Act,  1892,  Chap.  33,  sub-section 
1 or  5 or  6 of  section  204,  who  sells,  barters  or  traffics 
by  retail  in  fermented,  spirituous  or  other  liquors  in  a 
shop,  store  or  jjlace  other  than  an  inn,  saloon,  ale  or 
beer  house,  or  other  house  of  public  entertainment,  in 
quantities  of  not  less  than  a reputed  pint  bottle  at 
any  one  time  to  any  one  person,  and  at  the  time  of 
sale  wholly  removes  and  takes  away  the  liquor  in 
quantities  of  not  less  than  a reputed  pint  bottle,  for 
each  house  or  place  where  such  vending  is  carried  on, 
fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

(c.)  Every  person  vending  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors  by  wholesale,  that  is  to  say  in  quantities  of 
not  less  than  two  gallons  for  each  house  or  place,  fifty 
dollars  for  every  six  months. 

{d. ) Every  person  who  keeps  a restaurant  and  sup- 
plies beer,  porter  or  wine  with  meals,  and  not  other- 
wise, fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

(e. ) Every  person  keeping  a saloon  or  building 
where  a billiard  table  is  kept  for  hire  or  jirofit,  rive 
dollars  for  each  talile  for  every  six  months. 

{/.)  Every  person  selling  opium,  except  chemists 
and  druggists  using  the  .same  in  preparation  of  the 
presci'iptions  of  meilical  practitioners,  two  hundred 
dollars  for  every  six  months. 

{(;.)  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
wliole-^ale  or  of  a wholesale  and  retail  trader  or 
merchant,  fifty  dollars  for  everj'  six  months. 

{h.)  Every  retail  merchant  or  trader,  five  dollars  for 
every  six  months  ; sueli  twm  last-mentioned  licenses 
to  enable  the  person  jiaying  the  same  to  change  his 
place  of  business  at  pleasure,  but  not  to  carry  on 
business  at  two  places  at  the  .same  time  under  one 
license. 

(i. ) J'lvery  hawker  or  pedler,  twenty-five  dollars  for 
every  six  montlis. 

(y. ) Every  person  who,  either  on  his  own  behalf  or 
as  agent  for  another  or  others,  sells,  solicits,  or  takes 
oi'ders  for  the  sale  by  retail  of  goods,  wai'es,  or  mcr 
chaiidise,  to  be  supplied  or  furnished  by  any  person  or 
firm  doing  l)usiness  outside  of  the  municipality,  and 
not  having  a permanent  and  licensed  place  of  Imsines 
w'ithin  the  Province,  ten  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

\k.)  Every  person  wlio  keeps  or  carries  on  a jmblic 
wash-house  or  laundry,  five  dollars  for  every  six 
months. 

(/. ) lllvei-y  jierson  carrying  on  the  business  of  a pawn- 
broker, twenty-five  dollars  for  every  six  montlis. 

(tn.)  Every  owner  of  cabs,  buggies,  carts,  waggons, 
carriages,  omnibuses  or  other  vehicles  kept  for  hire, 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  eacli  such  vehicle  for 
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every  six  moiitlis  : I’ruviili'd  tliat  no  iictsoti  or  I'oiii- 
jiaiiy  lioldiiii'  four  sindi  licciise.s  iimler  lliis  siih  sectidii 
sliall  he  liable  at  t he  same  limi'  to  taUt?  out.  or  |)ay  hu' 
a license  in  res[)eet  of  tin;  li\a‘i'y-stiihle  at  which  the 
vehiele  mentioned  in  such  lii'cnse  is  kept. 

[II.)  Kvery  livery  stalile  keeper,  ti\e  dollars  for 
every  six  months. 

(o.)  I'A’ory  person  owning  a pack-train,  dray,  waggon 
or  omnihiis  used  in  transporting  goods  and  passengers 
for  protit  or  hire  within  a distance  of  ten  miles  from 
this  City,  two  dollars  and  tifty  cents  foi'  every  six 
months. 

(/).)  Kvcry  jterson  carrying  on  on  his  own  account 
the  husiness  of  a hanker  at  one  place  of  hnsiness,  one 
hundred  dollars  a year,  and  for  each  other  jilacc  of 
husiness  one  hundi'ed  dollars  a year. 

(7.)  Kvery  person,  practising  as  a harrister  or 
solicitor,  twelve  dollars  and  tifty  cents  fur  every  six 
months. 

(r.)  Mvery  person,  other  than  a harrister  or  solicitor 
who  has  taken  out  a license  to  ])ractice  as  such,  follow- 
ing the  occupation  of  a conveyancer  or  land  agent,  or 
both,  twelve  dollars  and  tifty  cents  for  every  six 
months. 

(•'?.)  Every  auctioneer  (not  heing  a ( Joveriiment  otiicer, 
sheritt',  sheriff’s  officer  or  bailiff'  selling  lands,  goods  or 
chattels  taken  in  execution  or  for  the  satisfaction  of 
rent  and  taxes),  in  addition  to  any  other  license  before 
mentioned,  ten  dollars  for  ever}'  six  months. 

(/.)  Every  person  w'ho  exhibits  a public  circus  or 
menagerie,  tw'enty  dollars  for  each  exliibition. 

(a.)  Eveiy  proprietor  or  manager  of  a theatre  for 
each  exhibition,  five  dollars. 

(v.)  Every  person  following,  within  the  Munici- 
pality, any  trade,  occupation  or  calling  not  hereinbefore 
enumerated,  or  w'ho  enters  into  any  contract  or  agree- 
ment to  perform  any  work  or  furnish  any  material, 
five  dollars  for  every  six  months  : Provided,  alw'ays, 
that  no  j)erson  employed  as  a journeyman  or  for 
wages  only  and  not  employing  other  persons  or  having 
a regular  place  of  business,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  sub  section. 

(w.)  Every  express  company,  gas  company,  tele- 
phone or  electric  light  company,  street  railway  or 
tramway  comjjany,'  investment  and  loan  societies, 
fifty  dollars  for  every  six  months, 

2.  The  form  of  license  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  Schedule  C annexed  to  and  forming  part  of  the 
Municipalities  Act,  1892,  and  all  licenses  granted 
under  this  by-law  shall  terminate  on  the  30th  day  of 
June  and  the  31st  day  of  December,  respectively,  and 
no  proportionate  reduction  shall  be  made  on  account 
of  any  person  or  persons  commencing  business  between 
these  dates. 

3.  All  licenses  granted  under  authority  of  this  by- 
law shall  be  issued  by  the  person  autliorized  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Council : Provided,  always,  that  no 
license  for  the  sale  of  liquors  shall  be  issued  except 
by  an  order  from  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners. 

4.  This  by-law  may  he  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ City  of  Vernon  Trades  License  By-law,  1893.”

BY-LAW  No.  7. 

A liij-lair  relothifi  to  I)o(i.s  anil  the  Ta.rhii/  thevrof. 

1.  A tax  of  two  dollars  shall  be  paid  annually  for 
each  dog  or  bitch  w'ithin  the  City  of  Vernon,  by  the 
owner  or  keeper  thereof,  to  the  City  Clerk,  for  the 
use  of  the  City,  at  his  office,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May  in  each  year,  and  upon  the  owner  or  keeper 
of  such  dog  or  bitch  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  the 
tax  herein  imposed  he  shall  be  prosecuted  for  the 
same,  as  directed  by  section  120  of  the  “Municipal 
Act,  1892,”  but  such  fine  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars, 
and  if  said  tax  be  not  paid  by  the  owner  on  or  before 
the  tenth  day  of  May  in  each  year  tlie  Pound-keeper 
is  hereby  authorized  to  destroy  and  kill  each  and 
every  dog  whose  owner  so  makes  default. 

2.  The  owner  of  every  dog  or  bitch  in  the  City  shall 
cause  such  dog  or  bitch  to  wear  a leather  or  metal 
collar  to  which  shall  be  attached  a metal  tag,  pro- 
vided free  by  the  City  for  that  purpose,  indicating  in 
figures  tlie  number  corresponding  to  the  number  under 
which  such  dog  or  bitch  is  registered,  and  the  year 
for  which  such  tax  is  paid. 


3.  I'Ai  i'v  fici'ce,  mitlicious  or  diingm'(  us  dog  known 
to  lie  sueli  by  tlie  owiie)’,  sliall  be  kept  muzzled  and 
eliained  by  the  owner  or  keeper,  and  not  permitted  to 
go  at  large. 

•1.  I Ir'  owner  or  keeper  ol  a liiteh  shall  not  suffer 
sueli  Inteli  to  run  at  large  during  the  season  of  her 
being  in  heat. 

5.  If  any  dog  or  bitch  shall,  unprovoked,  bite  any 
])ei'.-on,  or  attemjit  to  bite  any  jiei-son,  on  complaint 
made  before  the  I’oliee  Magistrate  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace  on  oath,  the  owner  or  keeper  shall  destroy  such 
dog  or  bitch  or  remove  such  dog  or  bitch  from  the 
said  City,  and  keep  such  dog  or  liitch  so  removed 
under  ])enalty  of  ten  ilollars. 

().  Any  person  in  possession  of  any  dog  who  shall 
sull'ir  such  dog  to  lemain  aliout  his  house  or  premises 
shall  lie  deemed  the  owm  r of  such  dog  for  all  the 
purposes  of  this  by-law. 

7.  'Phis  by-law'  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“City  of  \’ernon  Dog  J'ax  By-law  ”
